Rochester Regional High School have taken books from 
art teacher Joanne Dorothy's father's library, and they've 
manipulated them in a way that is much more visually 
stimulating than books as we know them. 

"It's sort of a way to bring new life to them," 
Dorothy said. "It's such a good fit for the library." 

Several different styles were used, but most of the 
artists drew, painted, and pasted pictures into the books 
and cut into the layers of pages, showing other pictures 
and pages, while also highlighting particular parts within 
the books themselves. 

Overall, the work of 15 students is featured, 
which includes other forms of artwork, including self- 
portraits, portraits of fellow students, and landscape 
drawings using a technique called Two Conditions of 
Light, where students balanced white and black, as well 
as several other styles. Some artists also wrote statements 
to accompany individual pieces. 

Dorothy said that some of the high schoolers also 
looked up famous artists, such as Victor Vasarely and 
Georgia O'Keefe, and imitated or emulated their work to 
get a feel for what some of the professionals had done in 
the past.

SHS Looks at Gossip Through the Ages

They say that times change, but people never 

change. 

That fact was the point of the Robert Darnton's 
talk at the Sippican Historical Society's annual meeting, 
held on Tuesday evening at the Marion Music Hall. 

'T hope that there is no one under 18 years old 
here," said Darnton, as he began his talk, saying that 
most of what went on in 18*^-century French news was 
"bawdy" in nature. 

"Information, today, is like the drops of rain on 
your windshield - tiny units," Darnton said. He said that 
the same was true in times past. The news of the day came 
in small "chunks of information" that circulated rapidly, 
similar to today's Twitter, Facebook, or other social media. 

According to Darnton, the Great, Great, Great, 
Great Grandfather of blogging, as far as he has traced it.

originated during the Renaissance. What would happen 
is that citizens or even those ''in the know'' would leave 
written notes, just a paragraph, at the foot of a statue in 
the town center. People would gather there and read the 
posts and talk and comment on the items left there. Some 
of the scraps of paper were written in verse or poetry, 
and some just a paragraph on thoughts on what was 
current. Some would send servants to spread rumors, or 
something to spark conversation. 

"They called it Postino, like a bulletin board, 
in Rome in 1522," Darnton said. "Notes, bits, chards of 
paper with opinions, ideas, thoughts or whatever were 
put there for people to ponder and discuss. This is where 
anecdotes come in. Stendhal, the great writer, on these 
notes said that 'what fools think is gossip, is most likely 
true.'" 

Fueled by what was or wasn't true, these postings 
became a primary way for residents to learn what might, 
or might not, be happening in their town. The slide show, 
presented by Darnton, showed several drawings. One 
had various people gathered under a tree in a cartoon, 
perhaps making fun of the King of England being pulled 
by the nose by his mother with someone behind a tree 
using an obscene gesture. 

The point of the talk was to show that 
"paragraphs" were the rage for centuries to communicate. 
Long items didn't have the appeal that short paragraphs 
had.

Darnton noted that many people could not read, 
so they depended upon hearing the happenings in their 
area. "The oral transmission, via bits of paper left here 
and there, were the news of the day'' he said. ''That's why 
they gathered under a communal tree: to hear what was 
happening and to go back and spread the news." 

In conclusion, Darnton said that some of the 
anonymous authors of the 18th century provided bits of 
information that help current historians learn more about 
how life was lived. 

Darnton, a part-time Marion resident, is an 
accomplished academician and author. After teaching at 
Princeton University for almost 40 years, he became the 
Director of the University Library at Harvard in 2007.

community to know that kids are being subjected to what 
is now called bullying, and it seems that little can be done 
to fully stop it. 

Fm not talking about outright aggressive physical 
or loud verbal abuse. The obvious stuff does get the 
appropriate attention. And yet, it seems that not a day 
goes by without media reporting on a child dying or 
suffering as a direct result of bullying that is not exactly 
out in the open. As I spoke to young people for this story, 
a disturbing theme slithered through. Although they all 
know about bullying policy in school, they felt that telling 
authority figures was very difficult. The sense was that 
either the adults were ineffective in stopping it, and / or 
that in telling an adult, they would be more relentlessly 
targeted. 

School is a place where these negative behaviors 
may manifest themselves. Fm sure there is a bunch of 
psychological methodologies geared to a well-rounded, 
inclusive, nonthreatening educational experience. No 
one loves teachers more than I do, having no fewer than 
six in my family. Teachers, however, can't be the moral 
compasses for the children in their care. The kids' moral 
compasses should be developed in the wider community 
and assuredly at home. 

Recently, a study was conducted on this troubling 
reality. Amazingly, the study lasted 20 years. Researchers 
at Duke Medicine report: ''Bullied children grow into 
adults who are at increased risk of developing anxiety

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disorders, depression and suicidal thoughts/' 

The findings, based on more than 20 years of data 
from a large group of participants initially enrolled as 
adolescents, are the most definitive to date in establishing 
the long-term psychological effects of bullying. 

Published online February 20 in JAMA Psychiatry, 
this study belies a common perception that bullying, 
while hurtful, inflicts a fleeting injury that victims 
outgrow. 

"We were surprised at how profoundly bullying 
affects a person's long-term functioning,'' said William 
Copeland, Ph.D., assistant clinical professor in the 
Department of Psychiatry and Behavioral Sciences at 
Duke University and lead author of the study. "This 
psychological damage doesn't just go away because 
a person grew up and is no longer bullied. This is 
something that stays with them. If we can address this 
now, we can prevent a whole host of problems down the 
road." 

By the time young people reach junior high 
school, their brains are basically running on the 
importance of being included - having friends. As they 
strive to develop an independent identity less aligned 
with the family identity, the group identity becomes 
paramount. When I asked some junior high students 
what was the most important part about going to school, 
without missing a beat they all said, "seeing my friends." 
But if you are one of those kids with few relationships or

excluded from the group dynamic, going to school can 
feel like torture. When you are excluded, you feel even 
more awkward then merely that which being a teenager 
engenders. It shows - like having a horrific stigma 
emblazoned on your forehead. 

In a 2008 Yale University report published in 
the International Journal of Adolescent Medicine and Health, 
researchers analyzed 37 studies that examined bullying 
and suicide among children and adolescents. Nearly 
all of the studies found a link between being bullied 
and suicidal thoughts among young people, and five 
even reported that victims of bullying were more likely 
to report suicidal thoughts than other young people. 
(Reported by CNN on May 24.) 

At junior high, no longer will the kid whose 
parents can't buy them the latest and greatest in cool 
clothing be considered worthy for pack inclusion. No 
longer will the girl who isn't thin, or the boy who will 
never have a growth spurt be invited to the lunch table. 
By now there will be clearly defined ''popular girls and 
boys." There will probably be the athletes, the geeks, the 
band kids, the artists, the brains, the popular girls and 
boys and, of course, the outcasts. Loners will have their 
own special category. The human brain is very much 
a work in process during the teen years. But, like, who 
cares, you still have to survive junior high. 

Back in the 1960s, when I was in junior high, no 
one talked about bullying. Oh, there were bullies and 
there were cliques - vou were either part of a eroup or

you were out. If you were out, not unlike a weakling in a 
zebra herd, you could be eaten alive. 

One day, as I was changing classes, I had to walk 
past the gauntlet of boys who lined the halls near the shop 
door. This group was its own tong. They were the gear 
heads. These were the guys who smoked cigarettes, used 
bad language to punctuate every sentence, had muscles 
and hit on all the pretty girls relentlessly. As I approached, 
I tried to tuck into myself to disappear. Holding my books 
tightly to my chest I hurried past them, but just as I got to 
the last guy, he loomed up over my head and screamed 
down into my hair "U-G-L-Y!!!!!'' The ensuing laughter 
rings in my ears nearly 50 years later. This was simply 
considered teasing. Sticks and stones hurt, words do not, 
right? 

Why talk about all of this now, you may wonder. 
What could she possibly have to offer in the global 
conversation about bullying? She is not an authority on 
the subject. She doesn't even have children in the school 
system. You'd be right. I don't have answers. I just share 
in the pain as a survivor and I think the conversation 
needs to continue. 

Bullying can be and most often is very subtle. It's 
the passing derogatory comment made to the kid who 
already feels rejected or odd. It's the invitation that is 
never offered when partners are being picked for projects. 
It's the standing in a lunchroom looking out at a sea of 
unwelcoming faces. It's exclusion or worse, it's bullying, 
of a kind none of us would accept as adults. Are your kids 
facing it everyday? 

It is happening today to someone's kid. Recently 
a teenage girl told me, 'I'm poor. That's why the popular 
girls don't like me." This from an otherwise regular 
looking kid whose petite, smart, bright-eyed physical 
appearance conceals a lot of hurt.

years old. 

No, we can't make the kids who seem to 
have it all accept those they have grouped together as 
"excludable'' worthy only of unrelenting snickering and 
snide remarks. Is it possible to at least have them stop 
being so overtly mean-spirited? Do the parents even 
realize that their precious child is really being a cold, 
hateful, sharp-tongued beast to others outside the home? 
And if they did, what would their reaction be? Would 
they recognize it as bullying? I want to believe they would 
be horrified. 

We adults know that over time many of the 
boundaries established in junior high will fade away, 
becoming meaningless. We also know that others will not. 

Truth be told, some of the kids being bullied right 
now will grow up very wounded. As the JAMA report 
cited: "Bullying, which we tend to think of as a normal 
and not terribly important part of childhood, turns out 
to have the potential for very serious consequences for 
children, adolescents and adults." 

How can we stop it? Maybe we'd need to do 
consider a "Jane Elliott" (brown eyes versus blue eyes) 
style experiment to demonstrate just how painful 
exclusion and ostracizing or bullying is to the victim. 
Maybe it should be part of the seventh grade curriculum, 
as the kids are just entering junior high. I don't know. I 
can only bring it up for discussion and let you know that 
as a surviving witness, words do hurt, even 50 years later.

Meeting the Fin Com Candidates 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett' s Board of Selectmen met with two 
candidates who have come forward expressing their 
interest in serving as members of the Finance Committee. 
With two open slots and a third vacancy approaching 
when Judith Mooney ends her service to the town, 
longtime resident Paul Amoruso's and new resident 
Kevin Geraghty's interest in stepping forward to fill the 
positions was met with a hearty welcome. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne told the 
Board that appointments could not be made without 
first convening a meeting with the Town Moderator 
and the Chairman of the School Committee as required 
per town bylaws. He said that he would bring those 
decision makers together so that Amoruso and Geraghty 
could be considered. Then the candidates were asked to 
share some information on what inspired them to seek 
appointment to the Finance Committee. 

Geraghty shared that he and his wife had recently 
moved to town from Sutton, where he had participated 
in town government for many years. In Sutton, he was on

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the Board of Selectmen and Housing Authority. His wife 
had been a School Committee member. He highlighted 
that Sutton has a $27 million annual budget and a 
population of 9,300. Geraghty said he had participated in 
Mattapoisett's town meetings this year and felt the town 
was moving in the right direction in the way it managed 
its budget. 

Amoruso declared that he had "no experience 
in town government, [but was a] businessman, lived in 
town 35 years, kids went through the school system,'' and 
was interested in contributing to the town. He said he 
understood and had been responsible for handling very 
large budgets, noting that in his work experience he had 
aided four municipalities' school systems in the wake of 
natural disaster. 

"I think volunteering and contributing is what 
you should and must do," he said. 

The Selectmen thanked Amoruso and Geraghty, 
saying they would be hearing from them soon. 

From Gagne's report, the Board learned that 
"home rule" petition for the position 
of harbormaster submitted for approval to the Governor 
back in November of 2012 had been received. Gagne 
applauded the diligence of Rep. William Strauss for 
keeping him informed on this and many other pieces of 
legislation pending in the House of Representatives.

Huge Turnout for Public Hearing 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A standing-room-only situation occurred when 
over 30 residents came out for a public hearing on 
Thursday on the application of Doug Schneider, acting as 
an agent of Kathleen Mahoney for a Special Permit on a 
demolition and rebuilding at 40 Dexter Road in Marion. A 
plan extending past the existing footprint was proposed. 

Applicant Mahoney asked the Board to allow 
the demolition and reconstruction of an existing 
nonconforming single-family dwelling located at the 
corner of Wilson Road and Dexter Road. The property 
recently received the go-ahead for a reconstruction of a 
pier. 

The new proposed dwelling will be 6 feet higher 
than the existing structure, which will be demolished. 
Due to the raising of the foundation, the height of the 
structure will go from 15.4 feet to 32 feet. Michael Silva 
of MJS Architecture, Rochester, noted that the foundation 
is higher than the existing by 5.5 feet due to the newly 
implemented Federal Emergency Management Agency 
regulations. 

In Marion, the bylaws state than no residential 
unit can be higher than 35 feet. The proposed dwelling 
would be 32 feet high. Abutters were the attendees of the 
meeting, and two sent letters that supported the project.

important public comment survey will help the Open 
Space Committee, which Leidhold is part of, craft a 
comprehensive plan for the town addressing the needs 
for not only open space, but water resources, recreation 
areas and public land resources. Chairman Peter Newton 
said, ''This is your town, people'' to the TV camera, 
highlighting the importance of public input. 

On another subject, Leidhold suggested to 
the Commission that they consider adding language 
to orders of conditions that would somehow mandate 
petitioners' reading and dissemination of the conditions 
to all contractors who might be required to work in 
concert with them.

The Commission moved to grant the certificate after 
confirming with Leidhold that the work met with the 
order of conditions. 

A public hearing for the notice of intent filed 
by Myron and Marilyn Mazur of 7 Holly Woods Road 
was also heard. It took some time for the Commission 
to hear from Field Engineering's John Connell, Mazur 's 
representative. Connell's presentation detailed that the 
Mazurs' wish to replace a boardwalk and reset / replace 
timber pilings destroyed and damaged during winter 
storms. 

Because the area in question is in a protected 
wetlands area. Commissioners probed Connell for 
information about the intended type of construction 
methods, materials, and whether or not there was a need 
for tie down anchors. 

"Fd be happy to let them put back what they had 
before, but not with the anchors,'' Bob Rogers said. "More 
damage to the marsh if they pull out . . . not having them 
would also eliminate the extra permitting. [The anchors] 
will rip up the marsh." 

Newton suggested Connell confer with his clients 
to see if they would be willing to remove the anchors 
from their request. After a brief tabling of the hearing, 
Connell returned to report that the Mazurs would indeed 
be happy just to replace and repair what they previous 
had in place and may come before the Commission at a 
later date for anchors if they still wished to pursue the 
possibility of having them in place.

Elsewhere on the agenda, officials questioned 
RGS Energy's Jay Myrto and other principals on the 
progress of the Little Quittacas Solar Project at 33 North 
Avenue approved in January, namely the two-tier 
vegetative berm that will cradle new tree growth around 
the site to obscure abutter views of the photovoltaic 
arrays. 

'That's a relatively short statement for a 
tremendous amount of work," said Myrto, referring to the 
town's concise order - based on public input - to build a 
berm. "But I would have thought we'd be farther along. 
We've been slowed by the weather." 

Myrto added that crews will begin planting 
trees in early September, with a revised overall project 
completion target of late October. 

Planning Board Vice Chairman Gary Florindo 
expressed concern about the materials workers would use 
for the berm.

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member Jay Pateakos dissenting, the School Committee 
voted 3-2 in favor of the measure. 

"Fve received emails from a significant number 
of families who are really onboard with this, really 
supportive," member Michelle Ouellette said. "Their 
reasons are financial, academic and social." 

Superintendent Doug White told the Committee 
that the district would have a roughly $5,000 shortfall, 
"worst-case scenario," in the case of state grants not 
coming through as promised for Full Day K. 

Winters expressed concerns about a lack of 
"modeling" the program for future kindergarten 
cohorts. The current cohort is small - 33 families - and 
Winters said that the Finance Committee had not gotten 
the opportunity to project the program's financial 
implications in the long term. She asked that the 
Committee consider 2013-14 as a "transition year." 

Pateakos agreed. "The Finance Committee 
recommended waiting until they can see the numbers." 

But the majority, including new member Christine 
Marcolini, responded swiftly. 

Citing Mattapoisett's recent passage of Full 
Day K, Ouellette said that Marion must act to "keep our 
students on level ground with the rest of the Tri-Town." 
She also lamented the "serious disadvantage" that half- 
day kindergarteners face. 

"This is for the good of the students and the 
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good of the community/' member Joe Scott said. "We will 
have plenty of time to do our due diligence in the future if 
things look different/' 

A Marion resident and parent of an incoming 
kindergartener agreed. 

"A worst-case $5,000 shortfall for a potentially 
great program doesn't seem like a very difficult decision to 
me/' the parent said. "It makes a ton of sense to do it now." 

On top of the Full Day Kindergarten decision, 
the Committee's last meeting before the summer vacation 
featured an extensive agenda. Included among numerous 
items were the approval of a new in-ground basketball 
hoop and two soccer nets for Sippican School, a two 
percent increase in the YMCA's lease; and the School 
Committee's meeting dates for 2013-14. 

Meanwhile, the Committee heard from Sippican 
Principal Lyn Rivet, who reported 97 percent overall 
attendance for 2012-13 and Director of Food Services 
Caitlin Meagher, who reported a 41 percent participation 
rate that she said the district will focus on increasing.

a cloudy day, but this morning, as I was running in 
Mattapoisett, I came upon a rather large group of Center

According to Wordsworth, I am 
wiser myself from this encounter with Joy and Beauty, 
and "They flash upon that inward eye / Which is the bliss 
of solitude;/ and then my heart with pleasure fills." In 
other words, I will be able to recollect my experience and 
actually relive my heart's leaping in my imagination. 
More importantly, whatever the children saw and 
experienced on their walk this morning will stay with 
them and continue to teach and inspire them and bring 
them joy. I am certain that when they see their parents 
tonight these beautiful children will have something to 
share of their school day. Applause to Center School and 
Mattapoisett teachers for leading the children into fresh 
air and Nature as teacher.

Across from Warrens, the Trefrey family summered. 
Charles ran a successful real estate business in the Boston 
area that involved Red Sox players. Vern Stephens and 
Billy Hitchcock visited Point Connett, resulting in my 
only fishing charter. Motoring off Angelica in my 14-foot 
skiff, I suggested to Billy that it is risky to stand in a small 
boat with a Budweiser in one hand, rod in the other, while 
smoking a cigarette. Later, at Dunn's Field, I copied Vern's 
"Face the Pitcher" home run stance, at hit long foul balls 
off of Crescent Beach Sox prospect. Jack McGonagle. As 
Andy Anderson said, "Baseball keeps the rascals outa the 
house!" 

Young Chuck, my age, had a pretty cousin who 
visited the Trefreys, and I took her to New Bedford to see 
Strangers on a Train, with Farley Granger. After a bold, re- 
jected attempt to kiss Clarissa goodnight, like a gentleman, 
I walked her to the door. On the following day, I learned 
that Jack Warren retrieved my date for a cozy moonlight 
cruise. 

During one summer. Chuck and I enrolled in the 
Berlitz School of Languages. With a Russian threat and 
without constructive hobbies, we would study the Russian 
language. While Chuck learned to swear in Russian three 
times in one sentence, my welcoming motivation was\ 
"Hello Comrade" and "Have a Nice Day." Dad and Andy 
Anderson knew me pretty good and summer school may 
have been a ploy toward establishing my new life. 

To celebrate the end of World War II, Adrian 
Peck, whose house was split in two in 1938, sponsored a 
luau with an imported band, dancers, and chef. The well- 
attended affair happened between the Wymans and the 
Pecks, and featured lobsters and a pig roast. Jill Warren, 
Barbara King, Nancy Bearse, and June White performed a 
sensual hula dance in grass skirts, and I was old enough to 
pay attention.

About this time, Jill and I returned from a late- 
night party in South Dartmouth, and Mom's Pontiac slid 



off Redman's Pier. 

"Kids will be kids," Mom rationalized. However, 
she blamed Jill for the accident, and we both wondered 
why. Was it time for the kids of summer to grow up? 

Facing the challenges of maturity, fishing was 
therapy and hopefully part of becoming a responsible per- 
son. Some lessons had to be learned before school would 
start. Apparently though, Andy Anderson thought that my 
new life was progressing irresponsibly when he stated that 
Point Connett is a summer refuge for descent folks with 
delinquent kids who fish for sharks. First, the kids 

had to eliminate the blowfish population, which was caus- 
ing a swimming concern off of the stone pier. A blowfish 
chews on tiny toes, is prehistoric in ugliness and is an 
annoying bait stealer. After watching my Dad fire rockets 
from the stone pier. Chuck and I devised an extermination 
plan. When one tickles the tummy of a blowfish, it puffs 
up like a textured balloon. After prying open buckteeth, 
insert a cherry bomb, tickle tummy, light fuse, and boot 
subject, anticipating airborne explosion. Today, I am not 
proud of this activity, but historically, the blowfish eradica- 
tion made more sense than stuffing dead eels into Crescent 
Beach mailboxes, where some residents complained to 
Oman about bad smells. 

With the blowfish problem solved, four restless 
lads would become serious shark hunters. Jack, Randy, 
Chuck and I would pursue a nighttime challenge from the 
stone pier, usually with female companionship and a pail 
of iced beer. 

A shark hunting career begins with several feet of 
quarter inch nylon line, about six feet of chain, coupled to 
a needle sharp hook camouflaged by a fish head. From the 
end of the stone pier, bait is rowed about seventy feet and 
dropped. 

Each shark hunter has responsibilities. My job 
was to catch the bait, preferably a fresh, bloody bluefish. 
Randy, stickball champion of Norwood and eventual bank 
president, accomplished the rowboat maneuver with dex- 
terity and compassion. Carrying a loaded .22 Woodsman 
revolver in case a frisky shark should become dangerous. 
Jack handled public relations, security, and entertaining 
the ladies. We voted our intern. Chuck, to maintenance 
and disposal. If the fishing was slow and the hour late. 
Dad would spot us with the searchlight, an invitation for 
shark hunters to retire. Chuck devised an after hour plan 
that he called "The Russian Rattle." It became his responsi- 
bility to tie slack line to the AYC Flagpole, or to an anchor 
on the beach. When shark strikes and runs, pail pounds 
and rattles to waken hunters. On one occasion, a rudely 
awakened neighbor, Ralph Hill, hauled in a five-foot frisky 
sand shark. After photos, slitting of stomach and filling 
crevice with stones. Chuck would swear in Russian before 
dumping the carcass beyond the Angelica Red buoy.

The Purge, Starring Ethan Hawke and Lena Headey. Di- 
rected by James DeMonaco. Running time: 85 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In a scant nine years, or so we're told by The 
Purge, the U.S. government will set aside one night a year 
when crime will go off the books. People can do anything 
up to and including murder during those twelve hours 
with impunity. We're also told that unemployment in this 
brave new world (run by ''the New Founding Fathers") 
is at 1%, possibly because poor people are killed by each 
other and by roving bands of callous rich folks, while 
rich people can afford to hole up for the night inside their 
gated communities and state-of-the-art security systems. 
If this is meant to be a nightmare of a future Romney 
(or Romney- type) America, it's as stupid as Dinesh 
D'Souza's nightmare of an Obama America. Actually, the 
politics of this movie are as muddled as its storytelling 
and world-building. 

This noxious sci-fi-horror-satire stars Ethan 
Hawke as a well-to-do salesman for a security-system 
company. All his snooty neighbors have made him very 
rich buying his product, causing some resentment among 
said neighbors, in one of those neat Screenwriting 101 
narrative beats that depress us because we know it's 
there as a set-up for a later pay-off. Hawke and his family 
(wife Lena Headey, daughter Adelaide Kane, son Max 
Burkholder) prepare to settle in for the night of the Purge, 
safely behind well-fortified walls and windows. Problem: 
the daughter's boyfriend shows up and sneaks into the 
house before it's locked down. Additional problem: a 
homeless man is being pursued by a pack of bloodthirsty 
rich kids, and the son takes pity and lets him inside. 

The rich kids want the homeless man, and their 
leader — a diabolical smirker played so irritatingly by 
Rhys Wakefield that I can't decide whether he's an an- 
noying actor or playing an annoying character effectively 
— lays down an ultimatum to the family: Give him to 
us or die. And so we sigh and realize this whole futuris- 
tic milieu is just a clothesline for a routine siege thriller. 



ripping off elements of 
Straw Dogs and Panic 
Room and Assault on 
Precinct 13 — the 2005 
remake of which, by 
the way, was written by | 
James DeMonaco, who 
also wrote and directed 
The Purge. DeMonaco 
must also have seen and enjoyed The Strangers, because 
the killers here wear meant-to-be-chilling happy-face 
masks. 

The Purge is only 85 minutes long but feels 185 
minutes long; I sat through it in a haze of complete non- 
surprise. Whenever one of the Good Guys is in danger, 
someone off-camera will unexpectedly come in with a 
weapon and neutralize the threat. This happens more 
than a few times, until it almost becomes a running joke, 
though there are almost no jokes in the film, other than a 
teenage girl saying "penis" and a loathsome character get- 
ting a quick, bloody, unasked-for nose job. The homeless 
man (solidly played by Edwin Hodge) doesn't get a name 
— he's credited simply as Bloody Stranger — so, out of 
solidarity with him, I have declined to name any of the 
other characters. Not that their names matter. It's basically 
Dad, Mom, girl, boy, bad man. 

Bloody Stranger is black, and the family (and 
Bloody Stranger's tormentors) are white, though Bloody 
Stranger might as well be white, for all that race (or 
anything substantive) is an issue in The Purge. It takes 
Hawke and Headey a while before they decide to do the 
right thing and refuse to turn Bloody Stranger over to the 
killers, though at one point Bloody Stranger actually vol- 
unteers to be given up so that the family can live. I don't 
quite know how to unpack the notion of a poor black 
man agreeing to sacrifice himself for a rich white family; 
maybe it's a stealth commentary on how poor black men 
go into the military and essentially sacrifice themselves for 
rich white families, or maybe it's just lazy writing. There 
might be true satire here, but it would take a far less bored 
reviewer than me to pick away at the flab surrounding the 
satire. To make matters worse, every so often we're shown 
a "Purge Feed" on various TVs displaying what kind of 
chaos is going on elsewhere in the country. All I could 
think was that any of those feeds hint at a more interesting 
movie than the one we're stuck with.

A Parking Pass, which costs $10, is required for 
parking at the following locations: Town Landing (off 
Mattapoisett Neck Road), Shining Tides Beach (End of 
Reservation Road), Hiller's Cove Beach (off Aucoot Road), 
Town Beach (Water Street) and Town Wharf (Shipyard 
Park - Water Street). Proof of current vehicle registration 
is required for purchasing a Parking Pass. In addition, 
non-resident property owners must provide proof of 
property ownership; and year-round renters must provide 
a valid lease. 

New for 2013 is the Guest Parking Pass, for use by 
family members and summer renters. The Guest Parking 
Pass must be displayed on the vehicle's rearview mirror 
and is transf err able from vehicle to vehicle. Guest Parking 
Passes can be purchased by a property owner for $35, 
upon the purchase of at least one regular Parking Pass. 
Guest Passes are not replaceable and are not valid at the 
Town Wharf.
